SIX LOOTERS MARCHED

General Francisco Villa issued this 
order today as’: showing his intention 
maintain strict military discipline. 
As an example executed onthe 
plaza a band of rebels who had been 
found guilty by court-martial of sack- 
ing the home of a wealthy Mexican. 
While the six rebels were marched be- 
fore the firing squad the stolen goods 
were returned to the owner. 

All stores confiscated from the ex- 
pelled Spaniards today were closed and 
sealed. Orders were given that no 
more goods are to be taken from them. 
This action was believed to have re- 
sulted from the protest:of the United 
States against the seizure of Spanish 
property. Already great quantities of 
the goods, valued at several million 
dollars, had been utilized by the reb- 
els. The remainder of the property its 
to be held pending an investigation as 
to whether the owners aided the 
Huerta government. 

General Villa proclaimed amnesty to 
federal soldiers who would surrender 
and give up their arms. Many federal 
troops are reported to have joined the 
rebels, Three hundred thousand 
rounds of rifle ammunition and 500,000 
of artillery ammunition were 
‘ered from a lake east of Chihua- 
where they were hidden by Gen- 
Mercado’s evacuating federals. 

Telegraphic and railroad communi- 
cation has been extended as far west 
as Minaca, and as far south as Berme- 
if there Is no federal interfer- 
ence, General Villa expects soon to 
have the states of Chihuahua, Sonora 
and Cinaloa as freely open as in times 
of peace.

Practically All‘ Differences 
Smoothed Out in Confer- 
ence, and Report Will Be 
Made to Congress Today. 


INSURANCE OF DEPOSITS 


STRICKEN FROM MEASURE 


Committee Worked All 
Sunday and Sunday Night, 
and Reached Agreement 
by Series of Compromises. 


Washington, December 22.—At 1:30 
o'clock this morning the joint confer- 
ence committee on the Administration 
currency bill agreed to strike from the 
measure the senate provision for an 
insurance fund to guarantee deposits 
in national banks. 

At that time but a single potnt of 
disagreement was still in dispute. 
That was the composition of the fed- 
eral reserve board. The committee 
agreed to strike out the senate amend- 
ment which would allow the use of the 
new federal reserve notes as bank re- 
serves. 

Retirement of 2 

The conferees agreed on an entirely 
new provisicn to take care of the out- 
standing government per cent bonds 
on which the present currency is based. 
Thev will be retired, running two 
years after the new system is install- 
ed, at the rate of $25,000,000 a year. 
This amount will be taken over from 
the present national banks by the new 
regional banks in proportion to their 
capital and surplus. On one-half of 
their bonds regional banks will be al- 
lowed to issue currency similar to the 
present bank notes, The remain- 
der will be retired by the 
substitution of twenty-year 3 per cent 
bonds or treasury gold notes with an 
agreement that the regional banks will 
renew the notes each year for thirty 
years.

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bank reserve section as framed 
by the senate was accepted with but 
Slight changes. They require the re- 
serve of 18 per cent in central reserve 
city banks, 15 per cent in reserve city 
banks and 12 per cent in country banks. 
The make-up of the federal reserve 
board was the last matter in dispute. 
The house members reluctantly agreed 
that the secretary of agriculture be 
removed, but insisted that the comp- 
troller of currency remain a member.

There is probably no act of the re- 
cent legislature which received such 
scanty public attention at the time of 
its passage and has aroused such gen- 
eral interest since, as has the automo- 
bile annual registration law, which 
goes into effect January 1.

The owner of two or three 
machines may not buy a single tag 
for all of them, but must furnish him- 
self with a tag for each machine. How- 
ever, if a machine changes ownership 
during the the new owner must 
purchase another name plate and fur- 
nish his name, address and a 
tion of the machine to the secretary of 
state.

Applies to Motorcycles. 

The tax covers all vehicles on dirt 
roads not impelled by muscular power, 
and is, therefore, equally applicable to 
the cheapest motorcycle as well as to 
the high-priced 60-horse power tour- 
ing car. 

The fax is due on January 1, and ev- 
ery new car must be supplied with a 
properly dated number plate by that 
time. For the convenience of auto- 
mobile owners and dealers, Secretary 
of State Phil Cook has had the 1914 
number plates on sale since December 
15, and he reported PBaturday that he 
had already disposed of something over 
twelve hundred.’ 

Owners of old-machines, who have 
already paid their required by 
the existing law, will have until March 
1 in which to supply themselves with 
1914 tags. After that, if they have 
ailed to secure the new name plates, 
they will be liable to prosecution as 
for a misdemeanor. 

24,000 Cars Now Registered. 

As to the revenue that may 
lected under the operation of 
law, Mr. Cook reports that there 
now registered in the state under the 
old law approximately 24,000 cars.

Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid. that of the $5 to be 
paid for the certifieate, a sufficient amount 
thereof sha!! be used in providing the cer- 
tificates and the remainder thereof shail be 
pald into the state treasury. The funds 
raised under this act shall be known as @ 
state road fund and the same shall be ap- 
portioned among the several counties of the 
state by the state treasurer in proportion to 
the number of miles of rural route roads in 
the several counties, the same to be de- 
termined upon United States government 
reports.’’ 

The matter of the distribution of the 
money is the feature of the law which 
has come in for the severest criticism. 
With the exception of the motorcy- 
clists, who feel that thev have heen 
taxed out of proportion to the amount 
of their investment and who have em- 
ploved attorneys to contest the law, au- 
tomobile owners. and dealers generally 
do not object to the increase in the tax 
from $2 to $5. 

An analysis of the way the money 
will be apportioned to the several coun- 
ties under the law shows, it is claimed, 
that no one county will receive enough 
to accomplish any good, and that those 
counties which pay the bulk of the tax 
will receive scarcely any of the fund
